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THE MTA EXTENSION 


Wilmington residents will do well to keep a 
wary eye on the proposed extension of the Met- 
ropolitan Transit System of Boston to the Town 
of Reading - or as some reports would have it, 
to the Town of North Reading. 

It won't happen for a couple of years, of 
course, if it does happen, but if such a thing 
came to pass Wilmington could expect to have to 
contribute to the MTA costs as a “fringe” town. 

The MTA together with the New York, New Ha- 
ven & Hartford Rk are today prime subjects of 
conversation in Boston, and the fact that both 
systems are in a crisis make it possible that 
the legislature might be panicked into a move 
that it might later regret. It is, of course, 
too bad that "Buck" Dumaine is no longer presi- 
dent of that railroad, for were he there we 
would hazard the present problems would never | 
have arisen. But the two problems are facing | 
the legislature, and they might resolve a com-| 
mon answer to our eventual regret.

For Wilmington had got away from the "burn-| 
ing" dump idea. We used to have one that wasn't 
for burning, up near the North Reading line, 
but which used to be on fire a good part of| 
each summer anyway. Then we Pad a “burning” 
dump which was well cared for, but people 
kicked anyway. Finally the Board of Health 
started a "sanitary land-fill" on private pro- 
perty, hoping that the people of Wilmington 
could become educated to the idea, and would 
finally consent to a town-operated land-fill, | 
in some of our ever present marshes. | 

So why all the discussion? | 

Well, Reading had some trouble with its 
"burning" dump, trouble over the smoke which 
drifted down to Route 128. It has just voted to 
replace the present dump with one of the "sani- 
tary land-fill" type.
